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Seed. 
The seedsmen ail over tho country have al­ 
ready sent out their 1874 edition of illustrated 
catalogues of seeds, buib3, &c., embracing 
every known variety from the most delicate, 
rare and costly flower seed, to the coarsest 
tubers and bulbs cultivated by gardener or 
farmer. Most of these catalogues are works 
of art, being most wonderfully gotten up, ap­ 
parently without regard to cost. They are 
liberally embellshed with numerous colored 
cuts, representing with more than life-like ac­ 
curacy, rare plants, new flowers, and remark­ 
able specimens of vegetables, noted for their 
unusual size, or for being prolific to an extra­ 
ordinary degree. 
These catalogues are very well in their way; 
but not as reliable as they should be for the 
reason that they overdo the matter, in that 
the statements made, together with the illus­ 
trations, do not fairly represent the facts. 
For farmers, the subject or seed for the sea­ 
son’s u3e, ¡3 an important one. Without seed 
no crops can be raised; with poor, unreliable 
seed, the farmer i3 subjected to great anuoy- 
ance and damage. As a general rule, such 
seeds as arc peddled around the country in 
boxe3; left for sale at stores, saloons &c., are 
not to be relied upon. Generally they are 
supposed to be a mixture of new and old seed, 
put up in this form to facilitate their sale.— 
So far as our own experience goes, the most 
reliable seeds are to be obtained from regular 
seedsmen, who make it a business to supply 
the community with sucli seeds, bulbs and 
plants as their horticultural or agricultural 
wants may require. These seedsmen make it 
a point to procure their supplies direct from 
the growers, often taking their entire crop, 
thereby insuring fresh seed to their custom­ 
ers. The most certain method, in our opin­ 
ion, of procuring poor seed, is to send by mail 
to some unknown, unheard of party, who 
lives a long way oil, not forgetting to “ in­ 
close the money witli the order.” Sometimes 
you will not get any seed at all; but if you do 
it will be so poor that you will wisli you had 
not received it. Our last experience was in 
sending for cabbage seed to a man in Marble­ 
head, Mass. We sent the money; we waited, 
—we sent again ; we waited longer ; we wrote 
again and so alter waiting, writing and fur­ 
nishing postage stamps, we became tired and 
finally gave it up. This was some years ago; 
still we noticed a few days since, that the 
same man still continues to advertise his won­ 
derful cabbage seed. This is only a fair sam­ 
ple of the manner in which a vast amount of 
this kind of business is done. Go to the near­ 
est regalar reed store and buy your seed.— 
If it does not prove good, go there and pres­ 
ent your complaint. 
M ISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 
—Two clergymen in Wilmington, Ohio, the 
other day, receiving permission to show what 
they could do in cutting up hogs, actually dis­ 
membered one hundred good average animals 
in thirty minutes. They now ofler to perform 
the same feat in twenty-five minutes. 
—This winter the shippers of western New 
York are doing an unusually large business 
in shipping potatoes to the west. A great 
many western buyers arc also scouring the 
country and sending ofi car load after car­ 
load. It is the best western trade the dealers 
have doue in eighteen years. 
—Tho Emperor of Russia having expressed 
himself to the efiect that perfect understanding 
exists between Germany, Austria, Great Brit­ 
ain and Russia, may be pardoned for calculat­ 
ing there will be move peace than there has 
been. But the great public will feel more 
assured of it when they see these nations 
disarm. 
—Among many suggestions that have been 
made for preventing a recurrence of the Ville 
du IIarve¡disaster, we¿ find one in a foreign 
paper that the companies should always; start 
two steamers instead ot one, and that these 
•hould then keep together across the Atlan- 
c, so as to assist each other in case of need. 
Such is theory. 
—Two hogs of Bueua Vista, Or., are distin­ 
guished above their fellows by having lived 
nearly three months under a temporary gran­ 
ary, on wheat that fell through a crack in the 
floor, and without a drop to drink. They 
crowded under when it was newly built, the 
floor settled and imprisoned them, and they 
were a mysterious disappearance until the 
wheat was shipped. 
—A new plan is to be tried with the Michi­ 
gan convicts. The striped garments are to be 
abolished. The prisoners are to be allowed 
to correspond with their friends. Those who 
are uneducated are to be taught; and when 
liberated each man is to receive a new suit of 
clothes and $10, with whatever he has earned 
by overwork. 
—The following is a copy of a petition now I 
circulating in Massachusetts for signatures:— 
“ We, the undersigned, citizens of Massachu­ 
setts and consumers of tobacco, protest 
against any advance in tho rate of tax on 
what we consider one of the necessities of 
life, and a great help in the temperance re­ 
form now going on in this state.” 
—In a note (o a gentleman who has written 
a book upon the oil regions cx-Governor Ho­ 
ratio Seymour incidentally says: “ When you 
go to Albany visit the Museum of Natural His­ 
tory, Geology, etc., in the State Agricultural 
Hall, ask the keeper to show you a piece of 
coral stone, which has to my knowledge been 
dripping oil for twenty years in that building. 
It may throw some light on tho ‘oil question.’” 
—The school directors of San Francisco 
have lately abolished the teaching of French 
and German in the public schools, except in 
six of the highest grade. The reason they 
give for this action is that there are 10,000 
children in the city who receive no primary 
instruction because there are not funds suffi­ 
cient to erect suitable edifices to accommo­ 
date them, and it is the duty of the directors 
to supply instruction of primary necessity to 
these children, before giving the rest instruc­ 
tion not absolutely necessary. 
—Government bonds are advancing, it i« 
said, chiefly on tho temporary investment de­ 
mand from money lenders, and good railroad 
bond* are in sharp demand, and a large busi­ 
ness is done in them from day to day in all the 
markets. Now that there are no new railroad 
loans to take up investment money the rush 
is the greater for old bonds, and these are so 
firmly held that it is difficult to get a round 
amount of the best class at current quota­ 
tions. 
—In New York railroad companies are pro­ 
hibited by law from salting their tracks. It 
has been found necessary to close the public 
schools, so as to prevent the children from be­ 
ing obliged to walk across the salted tracks, 
and thus sow the seeds of diptheria, from 
which in 18G0 the mortality was great. The 
ordinauco imposes a fine of not less than $500, 
nor more than $1,000, upon anyone salting 
any part of the streets or avenues. 
—A curious breach of promise case was de­ 
cided at Providence on Wednesday. The evi­ 
dence showed that the young man gave the 
girl a bowl of beer some months ago, after 
which she went to sleep, and on waking the 
youth promised to marry her. 
Subsequently 
the girl was about to become a mother, .when 
the youpg man told her he wasn't ready to 
marry. The court gave the girl $3,000 dama-

Tho report of the Judiciary Committee of 
the House on the religious amendment peti­ 
tion is adverse to the request of its signers. 
The committee say that the whole subject now 
presented was thoroughly discussed previous 
to Hie adoption of Hic Constitution; and the 
reasons which prevented the Insertion of a re­ 
ligious clause in the preamble at that time are 
equally weighty to-day. 
And in this opinion 
we ara sure the country at large will entirely 
coincide. 


Eastman’* Rapid Transit scheme meets 
with the emphatic disapproval of tim largest 
tax payers and chief business men of New 
York. 
Stewart, Higgins, Astor and others of 
their standing, credit Mr. Eastman with the 
best intentions, announcing, however, in their 
comments upon his bill, the opinion that it is 
Inexpedient and mischievous to use state 
funds for a purely local purpose. 
When rapid 
transit, they say, Is wanted badly enough to 
make the formation of a properly chartered 
company desirable, private capital in abund­ 
ance will bo forthcoming to luild the road— 
until then all tampering with the m atter by 
tho Legislature will only feed the speculators 
and lobbyists, without lieneflting an already 
tax-burdened city. 
The true work lo he done 
at Albany in tins connection is probably to 
clear away the legal rubbish that lies in the 
way of a really good plan of accomplishing 
the desired result. 


S o u p . 
Salt is hard lo suit everybody, and it is foolish 
to try —yet the criticisms upon lim gift of J. 
G. Bennett, Jr., lo establish soup houses for 
the poor are not without foundation in com- 
mon-sense. 
Probably pauperism is fostered 
by the charities of our time, aboil' a.s much 
as it is relieved. 
In fact the very relief it ob­ 
tains in this way strengthens its inherent lag ­ 
ging propensities. 
What is needed is to help 
the poor to help themselves. 
Anything which 
falls short of this may be very pretty and po­ 
etic, but it is inefficient. 
We are coining to the point in which beg­ 
ging will be as much a profession here as it is 
in Naples and generally throughout Europe. 
Our charity is soft, spasmodic and indiscrim­ 
inate. 
We have not yet got hold of the first 
principles of giving. 
Our alms are nearly as 
selfish in their character as the self-indulgence 
which builds ornate and tuudry houses to live 
in, or buys yachts to decorate the monotonous 
life of summer. 
We must set a backbone of 
justice m d obedience to the merciless de­ 
mands of all social law, in the midst of our 
flabby donations of soup and sawdust. 
We 
are perpetually 
doctoring symptoms, and 
never purifying the uir in tho blood. It is right 
to keep the improvident and careless from 
starvation once; hut if they apply for help the 
second tim e,proof should be required that 
their necessity comes not of their own fault. 
Otherw ise, like Sysipbus with his stone, our 
trouble will everlastingly roll back upon our 
heads. 


P i n n i n g S e s s i o n l . i i u i , 
The Member from Schoharie county lins of­ 
fered in the Assembly a bill for the repeal of 
the statute requiring !be publication of the ses­ 
sion laws. There accompanies this bill another 
which requires each Imard of supervisors to 
advertise for sealed pro;swats for printing the 
laws, the contract to lie awarded to the low­ 
est bidder. 
The latter would be a great improvement on 
the present system, which was adopted for 
the express puqmse of supporting the old- 
style party organs. 
These strove for the pat­ 
ronage involved in it, an i partisans on either 
side considered tin* institution as essential to 
the maintenance of mouthpieces of their re­ 
spective organizations. 
The party organ 
looked upon this and similar patronage a* its 
chief source of prollt, and in comparison reg­ 
ular mercantile business was considered of 
but little consequence, 
To multiply lite oc- 
* caxton for aud increase tile volume of this 
kind of advertising was the constant occupa­ 
tion of tho partisan editor, until at last ses- 
siou-law advertising has become almost as 
great a burden to the tax-payers as it is un­ 
necessary. 
The Schoharie member is supported by an in­ 
fluential gentleman from bis own county, who 
writes to the Albany Times in luvor of the re­ 
peal, and claims that all manner of overreach- 
has been practiced all over tho .stale, until ll 
cost the county of Schoharie $ I, Olio more for 
piiiitiug than to .support all the county poor. 
He says one paper in that county has been 
paid $13,(Mio in nine years for printing of this 
kind of which the greater part was outside of 
uny need. 
Schoharie is not alone, and It Is 
quite certain that there is scarcely a county 
in the state but pays three or four times as 
much for printing as ii should. 
But the entire practice of advertising ses­ 
sion laws, huh jiendeutjof the abuses connected 
with it, is simple waste of tho public money, 
ami should tie at once stopped. 
Not one man 
out of five thousand reads a session law, aud 
those usually have lo procure bound copies 
anyway for their legal practice. 
We urge the 
discontinuance of the useless publication of 
lheso laws with Hie more freedom inasmuch 
as they are this year published in our own pa­ 
per, but we are fully satisfied 
that no one 
measure can be adopted that would do more 
for true journalism than to abolish that and 
kindred occasions for cost to Hie tax-payers 
without corresponding lieneflt. 


A H i n t t o l u M iir a n c e I o i n p a n i r t . 
We are accused in this country of a vast 
amount of snap and push, and we have a kind 
of foggy habit of feeling complimented by the 
accusation. What we undertake we are proud 
to believe we go through with, regardless of 
labor aud expense. 
Years of time, millions 
of dollars and incalculable quantities of ner­ 
vous force were exjieuded in constructing the 
lJoosac tunnel; and when Hie great work was 
done the parties interested woke up for the 
first time to the question of its utility, and 
looking blankly into each other’* faces, they 
asked, “ What shall we do with it f 
We fol­ 
low the reductio ad absurdum principle in 
the same way into most of our operations.— 
The pur|H)se of this article, however,is merely 
to call attention to the manner in which we 
reduce the business of insurance here in tile 
United States, if not to an absurdity, at least 
to the demonstrable disadvantage of insured 
and insurers. 
In order to put our main idea. 
into as small compass as possible, we suggest 
that Hie practical eflect of our plan of insuring 
everybody and everything against all actual 
or imaginable calamities aud losses, is to rule 
out the strongest conservative power there is 
in the world, or greatly to diminish its action; 
we mean, of course, that selfish care for|M?rson 
aud property which is the mightiest instinct of 
our ualure. 
The insurance companies rival 
each other in trying to cover every inch of 
available ground. 
Life, rcal-eslate, 
legs, 
heads, ami all other separate paris of our jio- 
sessious and our bodies arc protected by the 
broad shield of insurance. 
We vary the ap­ 
plication of the principle In ail conceivable 
modes. 
In this way a premium is put upon 
carelessness au^ neglect. To say that no man 
will >»e less careful of his life because it is in- 
faired for 110,000, is to say what remains to 


be proved} but Emitting that presumption, 
In the case of life, it Is far from being tree in 
case of property. 
Not to speak at length of 
the numerous cases of arson, in which that 
crime has been committed for the sake of the 
Insurance money, it Is undeniable that fires 
constantly occur In all our villages and cities 
as the result of recklessness which would not 
exist if each householder and proprietor abso­ 
lutely knew his property not to be insurable 
against fires originating on his own premises. 
In Baris, Insurance protects one against loss 
from his neighlior’s carelessness but not from 
his own. 
That this is the correct principle 
appears when we remember two pertinent 
facts, first, the breaking down of so many of 
our home companies from overwhelming losses 
by great fires like those in Chicago and Bos­ 
ton recently; second, that destructive and 
sweeping conflagrations are much rarer in 
Baris than in Hie great cities of this continent. 
Whatever may lie tho practical difficulties in 
the way of adopting so commou-sciise an idea, 
the mention of it cannot but fend in the right 
direction.

reasonable 
sum. 
For some reason Mr. Brince moved to 
non-concnr aud ask for a c m unltleeof confer­ 
ence, which was granted. 
The severe discussion which we have had 
on the proposed amendment to Article 5 of 
the Constitution serves its pur;his** well, since 
such newspa|H>rs as the Albany Evening Jour­ 
nal endeavor to argue to the |H*ople that this 
Legislature is bound to submit it else will 
members who vole against such submission 
fall under the just suspicion of desiring to 
deny the jteople the right to pass iqioii this 
proposed ’amendment. 
This is a false, un 
unjust aud a purely political view of the sul>- 
ject, since this Legislature is bul OOO of four 
bollies that is called U|>ou iii u fair and con­ 
scientious manner to determine—for itself— 
whether this amendment is it proper one. U|>- 
on the Journals theory, there would be no 
|K>ssible 
need of the amendments going 
through legislatures at all. 
The argument is 
ingenious and false, and mere chqi-trap to 
catch the popular ear aud deceive the people. 
Tho duty of the Legislature is to aet upon it 
regardless of tho past actiou of oilier bodies 
aud regardless of its probable fate when sub­ 
mitted to the people. 
The article will hardly 
be ratified by the people, since voters are 
generally tenacious of their privileges, and 
will not be apt to surrender their jwwer to 
cloot various im portant state officers.

did not draw the usual amount of tire, aud up­ 
on tho whole Mr. B usheller is to lie congratu­ 
lated in having thus fur secured more than 
Iheordiuary.arnount of success in Hie finance 
direction. 
What will be his fate on the .Sup­ 
ply Bill, which he promises us on the 3d of 
March, we are of course unable to determine. 
Tile severe tussle that we had in Hie House 
over that paragraph in the 
Appropriation 
Bill awarding $125,000 to academies arose in 
consequence of the normal schools throwing 
fire-brands a great way Into the education­ 
al camp of members, who have a keen scent 
when a word about " schools” or " local pro­ 
hibition" is sounded. 
I reckon Mr. Keyes of 
the Albany Express—since Mr. Weaver is to 
go out—can recommend about as many sound 
and practical reforms in school matters as 
any mail in tho state, and the Legislature 
would do a wise act, did it place him in tho 
office of Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
I have no personal acquaintance with the gen- 
Heman, but it seems to be a recognized fact 
that Mr. Callicot of the Times, Mr. Keyes of 
tho Express and Mr. Smith of the Journal are 
the ablest writers on the press in this city, 
and I have seen no article from these sources 
combatUng the very able articles from Mr. 
Keyes on the school question. 


The Appropriation Bill contained an Item of 
$6,500 for the Binghamton Inebriate Asylum.

Tills failed in spite 
of Old Salt, but Mr. Beebe succeeded in get­ 
ting in an amendment compelling a Judge to 
sign the certificate and to recommend a jury 
if ho thought proper. 
Therejcan lie no doubt 
that private asylums will be here iii force ere 
this bill reaches tho Governor, and if this 
Legislature has any regard for the personal 
liberty of the citizens it will push the bill 
through. 
A sensation is promised us in the case of 
Squalor Coe, who, some time since, asked for 
a committee to investigate some charges 
made iii the Brooklyn Argus purporting to 
Como from its correspondent here. 
Well, the 
language used virtually charged Mr. Coe with 
having been purchased for $300 to vote against 
Mr. Madden. 
Of course this wus a serious 
charge and ought never to have appeared 
against a Senator unless true. 
A committee 
was raised for tho "reform" Senator of Brook­ 
lyn, whoso vote against Abbott has left him in 
tho cold, and a hearing was held on Tuesday. 
Mr. J. It. Cady of Columbia county appeared 
as counsel for the reporter and it was shown 
that Hie reporter did, not send the dispatches 
that were published in the Argus. 
If no*, pray 
who did ? 
Surely they wore not manufactured 
iii whole or in part. 
But tcho did send this 
charge over tho wires if Mr. Dyson didn’t ? 
We are told now Uiat Mr. Coe has no desire 
to posh the m atter further, while Mr. Dyson 
says lie can show that two drawing-room cars 
were hired by Sheri,Jan Shook for nearly a 
week previous to Hie vote on the Madden case; 
that they were occupied by Messrs. Coe, Shook 
and "A rride” Bliss A Co., and that card play­ 
ing was severely indulged In by somo or all. 
ll is also said that Mr. Coe hesitates to bring 
"Archie” and Shook up here. 
Can it bo pos­ 
sible that the Argus hit a hard blow—half 
through its reporter and half through accident ? 
The bill relative to County Treasurers came 
up again on Tuesday as amended and ordered 
printed, and Hic first section remains un­ 
changed. 
That section authorizes the Boards 
of Supervisors to designate the bank or banks 
and fix the times when County Treasurers shall 
pay over the moneys received.

" record,” and one which woald not be useful 
hereafter!

(Crossman of Kentucky) became so violent in 
sjicecb and manner the Speaker was obliged 
to call him to order. 
Mr. TYNER next took the floor. 
He said 
he should rapport so much of the bill os au­ 
thorized the free transmission of weekly news­ 
papers within the county of their publication 
and of exchanges between newspaper offices, 
but should oppose that portion which provi­ 
ded for what was equivalent to a free distri­ 
bution 
of 
public 
documents. 
He call­ 
ed the attention of the House to the fact 
that the Postmaster 
General’s 
estimate 
for the next fiscal year shows a probable defi­ 
cit of $4,636,363, to which was to be added 
tho amount to lie paid for official stumps for 
the Executive Department, making the real 
deficiency $6,836,363, or over a million and a 
half more than the deficiency of last year. 
He believed that the next official report of the 
Postmaster General and all other official re­ 
ports would show like deficiencies, and there­ 
fore it was liis opinion that the abolition of the 
franking privilege would not diminish post of­ 
fice expenses one dollar. He believed, however, 
that the stoppage of the free circulation of 
public documents would result in an auuual 
saving of half a million dollars in the matter 
of public printing, and for that reason he 
wanted to give one year to test the accuracy 
of the Postmaster General’s calculations.

would vote against that feature of the bill. 
Mr. PACKARD of Indiana addressed the 
House in advocacy of the substitute which he 
proposed to offer.

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Instead of taking up the most important 
question now before it and before the country, 
the House has made indecent haste to bring 
the franking bill upon the tapis. The whole 
nation is suffering from the disarrangement of 
Its finances, values are disturbed, commerce is 
in quarantine, yet our wjse and’patriotic leg- 
islators are moved to provide for sending home 
Patent Offlee reports and dirty shirts. Ah, 
how sweet and odorous a thing is “ the best 
government God ever made! ” 
Tiro report of tire Judiciary Committee of 
the House on the religious amendment peti­ 
tion is adverse to the request of its signers. 
The committee say that the whole subject now 
presented was thoroughly discussed previous 
to the adoption of the Constitution; and the 
reasons which prevented the insertion of a re­ 
ligious clause in the preamble at that time are 
equally weighty to-day. And in this opinion 
we are sure the country at large will entirely 
coincide. 
Eastman’s Rapid Trausit scheme meets 
with the emphatic disapproval of the largest 
tax-payers and chief business men of New 
York. Stewart, Higgins, Astor and others of 
their standing, credit Mr. Eastman with the 
best intentions, announcing, however, in their 
comments upon his bill, the opinion that it is 
inexpedient and mischievous to use stale 
fuuds for a purely local purpose. When rapid 
transit, they say, is wanted badly enough to 
make the formation of a properly chartered 
company desirable, private capital in abund­ 
ance will be forthcoming to luild the road— 
until then all tampering with the matter by 
the Legislature will only feed the speculators 
and lobbyists, without benefiting an already 
tax-burdened city. The true work to be done 
at Albany in this connection is probably to 
clear away the legal rubbish that lies in the 
way of a really good plan of accomplishin 
the desired result. 


Soup. 
% It is hard to suit everybody, and it is foolish 
to try—yet the criticisms upon the gift of J 
G. Bennett, Jr., to establish soup-houses for 
the poor are not without foundation in com- 
mon-sense. Probably pauperism is fostered 
by the charities of our time, about a3 much 
as it is relieved. In fact the very relief it ob­ 
tains in litis way strengthens its inherent beg­ 
ging propensities. What is needed is to help 
the poor to help themselves. Anything which 
falls short of this may be very pretty and po­ 
etic, but it is inefficient. 
We are coming to the point in which be<2 
ging will be as much a profession here as it is 
in Naples and generally throughout Europe. 
Our charity is soft, spasmodic and indiscrim­ 
inate. We have not vet got hold of the first 
principles of giving. Our alms are nearly as 
selfish in their character as the self-indulgence 
which builds ornate and taudry houses to live 
in, or buys yachts to decorate the monotonous 
life of summer. We must set a backbone of 
justice and obedience to the merciless dC' 
mauds of all social law, in the midst of our 
flabby donations of soup and sawdust. We 
are perpetually doctoring symptoms, and 
never purifying the air in the blood. It i3 right 
to keep the improvident and careless from 
starvation once; but if they apply for help the 
second time ¡proof should be required that 
their necessity comes not of their own fault 
Otherwise, like Sysiphus with his stone, our 
trouble will everlastingly roll back upon our 
heads. 


bo proved; but ¡admitting that presumption, 
in the case of life, it Is far from being true in 
case of property. Not to speak at length of 
the numerous cases of arson, in which that 
crime has been committed for the sake of the 
insurance money, it is undeniable that fires 
constantly occur in all our villages and cities 
as the result of recklessness which would not 
exist if each householder and proprietor abso­ 
lutely knew his property not to be insurable 
aiust fires originating on his own premises. 
In Paris, insurance protects one against loss 
from his neighbor’s carelessness but uot from 
his own. That this is the correct principle 
appears when we remember two pertinent 
facts; first, the breaking down of so many of 
our home companies from overwhelming losses 
by great fires like those in Chicago and Bos­ 
ton recently; second, that destructive and 
sweeping conflagrations are much rarer in 
Paris than in the great cities of thiscontineHt. 
Whatever may be the practical difficulties in 
the way of adopting so conunon-sense an idea, 
the mention of it cannot but tend in the right 
direction. 
■ 
B u tte r m ilk a n d L o n g e v ity . 
The “ young man, John,” in one of Dr. 
Holmes’ witty books, when impressed that a 
beautiful lady who hibernated at .the same 
boarding-house with hint was going into a 
decline, said confidentially to her warmest 
frieud, “ Whiskey’s the fellah; whiskey, taken 
hot, with a little slice of lemon on top of it, 
shape of one of them curls the factory girls 
wears on the side of their heads.” John's 
prescription has been extensively tried on pa­ 
tients of both sexes; and owing to overdoses 
of the stutf itself, or a wrong twist in the 
lemon skin, it has failed so often as to have 
become unpopular among truly good people, 
including reSnod and delicate young ladies, 
Now buttermilk's “ the fellah;” a French Ac­ 
ademician having discovered that buttermilk 
contains an acid which destroys the incrusta 
lions that form on the arteries, cartilages and 
valves of tho heart, and that a constant use 
of it would prolong life to the Bible standard 
of seventy years. What a glorious revelation, 
yet how drearily common-piace and prosaic! 
When Ponce de Leon sought for the fountain 
of youth among the rich verdure of the Florl 
da overglade3, his romantic quest inspired the 
rhymesters of his day, and the story of his 
failure is one of the sweetest idyls of our early 
history. But to think of the hitherto fabled 
elixir of life being distilled in a wooden alem 
bic by the waiul of a churn-dasher—bah! 
who wants to be made immortal on the residu­ 
um of the butter-making process, or to fill up 
the measure of his intellectual years on the 
same stuff that pads the spare-ribs of the 
ranting swine ? Then, too, what would be­ 
come of the patent medicine business—the 
sarsaparillas, expectorants, syrups, and all 
that ? Who, thereafter, could get rich by ly­ 
ing advertisements addressed to human 
wretchedness and credulity, and subsequently 
found some college or church with the pro­ 
ceeds? It is enough; society could not bear 
this blessing. At the present average of life, 
most men outlive their usefulness. Grim old 
Deatli removes many whom the world cau 
poorly afford to lose; but for the rest, he does 
some excellent scavenger work. As a cooliu 
drink in summer, and as an element in certain 
forms of cookery, buttermilk will always get 
a kind reception by our frail and cravin 
stomachs; yet in the capacity of a prophylac­ 
tic in the case of incipient incrustations, we 
cannot extend to it tho right hand of fellow­ 
ship.

CURRENT T o r ie s . 


Printing; Session L a w s. 
The Member from Schoharie county 1ms of­ 
fered in the Assembly a bill for the repeal of 
the statute requiring the publication of the ses 
sion laws. There accompanies this bill another 
which requires eacli board of supervisors to 
advertise for sealed proposals for printing the 
laws, the contract to bo awarded to the low 
est bidder. 
The latter would be a great improvement on 
the present system, which was adopted for 
the express purpose of supporting the old 
style party organs. These strove for the pat 
roiiage involved in it, and partisans on either 
side considered the institution as essential to 
the maintenance of mouthpieces of their re­ 
spectivo organizations. 
The party organ 
looked upon this and similar patronage as its 
chief source of profit, and in comparison reg 
ular mercantile business was considered of 
but little consequence. To multiply the oc 
"casion for and increase the volume of tlii 
kind of advertising was the constant occupa 
tion of tho partisan editor, until at last ses 
sion-law advertising has become almost 
great a burden to the tax-payers as it is un 
necessary. 
The Schoharie member is supported by an in 
fluenlial gentleman from his own county, who 
writes to the Albany Times in favor of the re 
peal, and claims that all manner of overreach 
has been practiced all over the stale, until it 
cost the county of Schoharie $1,600 more for 
printing than to support all the county poor 
He says oue paper in that county lias been 
paid $13,000 in nine years for printing of this 
kind of which the greater part was outside of 
any need. Schoharie is not alone, and it 
quite certain that there is scarcely a county 
in the state but pays three or four times as 
much for printiug as it should. 
But the entire practice of advertising ses 
sion laws, independent|of the abuses connected 
with it, is simple waste of tho public money, 
anil should be at once stopped. Not one man 
out of five thousand reads a session law, and 
those usually have to procure bound copies 
anyway for their legal practice. We urge the 
discontinuance of the useless publication 
these laws with the more freedom inasmuch 
as they are this year published in our own p 
per, but we are fully satisfied that no or. 
measure can be adopted that would do more 
for true journalism than to abolish that and 
kindred occasions for C03t to the tax-payers 
without corresponding benefit. 


A H in t to In su ra n ce C om pan ies. 
We are accused in this country of a vast 
amount of snap and push, aud wTe have a kind 
of foggy habit of feeling complimented by tbe 
accusation. What we undertake we are proud 
to believe we go through with, regardless of 
labor and expense. Years of time, millions 
of dollars and incalculable quantities of ner 
vou3 force were expended in constructing the 
Uoosac tunnel; and when the great work was 
done the parties interested woke up for the 
first time to the question of its utility, and 
looking blankly into each other’s faces, they 
asked, “ What shall we do with it ?” We fol­ 
low the reductio ad absurdutn principle in 
the same way into most of our operations.— 
Tbe purpose of this article, however,is merely 
to call attention to the manner in which we 
reduce the business of insurance here in the 
United States, if not to an absurdity, at least 
to the demonstrable disadvantage of insured 
and insurers. In order to put our main idea, 
into as small compass as possible, we suggest 
that the practical eflect of our plan of insuring 
everybody and everything against all actual 
or imaginable calamities and losses, is to rule 
out the strongest conservative power there is 
in the world, or greatly to diminish its action; 
we mean, of course, that selfish care for person 
aud property which is the mightiest instinct of 
our nature. The insurance companies rival 
each other in trying to cover every inch of 
available ground. 
Life, rcal-eslate, legs, 
heads, and all other separate pans of our po- 
sessions and our bodies are protected by tbe 
broad shield of insurance. We vary the ap­ 
plication of the principle in all conceivable 
modes. In this way a premium is put upon 
carelessness au^ neglect. To say that no man 
will be less careful of Lis life because it is in­ 
sured fur $10,000, is to say what remains to 


—Baxter is very much dissatisfied at uot 
being awarded tho prize for a steam canal 
boat, as lie claims his boat ha3 filled all the 
requirements of the law.

« I IS A L B A N Y C O U U E S l'O N D L N C L . 
A lbany, February 19, 1871. 
Editor Freeman:—The Coroners’ bill—over 
which we have had so much trouble—came 
down from the Senate yesterday with three 
amendments for the House to concur in. The 
amendments consisted in giving the Board of 
Supervisors more power to audit bills than 
they possessed under the law ¿of last winter, 
and also allowing physicians subpociued in 
criminal cases to be paid a reasonable 
sum. For some reason Mr. Prince moved to 
non-coneur and ask for a committee of confer 
eace, which wTas granted. 
The severe discussion which we have had 
on the proposed amendment to Article 5 of 
the Constitution serves its purpose well, since 
such newspapers as the Albany Evening Jour­ 
nal endeavor to argue to tbe people that this 
Legislature is bound to submit it else will 
members who vote against such submission 
fall under the just suspicion of desiring to 
deny the people the right to pass upon ibis 
proposed ’amendment. This is a false, an 
unjust and a purely political view of the sub­ 
ject, since thÍ3 Legislature is but one of four 
bodies that is called upon in a fair and con­ 
scientious manner to determine—for itself 
whether this amendment is a proper one. Up­ 
on the Journal’s theory, there would be no 
possible need of the amendments going 
through legislatures at all. The argument is 
ingenious and false, and mere clap-trap to 
catch the popular ear and deceive the people. 
The duty of the Legislature is to act upon it 
regardless of the past action of other bodies 
and regardless of its probable fate when sub­ 
mitted to the people. The article will hardly 
be ratified by the people, since voters are 
generally tenacious of their privileges, and 
will not be apt to surrender their power to 
elect various important state officers. The 
debate over the Appropriation Bill tins year 
did not draw the usual amount of fire, and up 
on the whole Mr. Batcheller is to becougratu 
lated in having thu3 far secured more than 
the ordinaryqamount of success in the finance 
direction. What will be I1Í3 fate on the Sup­ 
ply Bill, which lie promi3e3 us on the 3d of 
March, we are of course unable to determine. 
The severe tussle that we had in the House 
over that paragraph in the Appropriation 
Bill awarding $125,000 to academies arose in 
cousequence of the normal schools throwing 
fire-brands a great way into tho education­ 
al camp of members, who have a keen scent 
when a word about “ schools” or “ local pro­ 
hibition” is sounded. I reckon Mr. Keyes of 
the Albany Express—since Mr. Weaver is to 
go out—can recommend about as many sound 
and practical reforms in school matters as 
any man in the state, and the Legislature 
would do a wise act, did it place him in the 
office of Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
I have no personal acquaintance with the gen­ 
tleman, but it seems to be a recognized fact 
that Mr. Callicot of the Times, Mr. Keyes of 
tho Express and Mr. Smith of the Journal are 
the ablest writers on the press in this city, 
and I have seen no article from these sources 
combatting the very able articles from Mr. 
Keyes on the school question. 


The Appropriation Bill contained an Item of 
$6,500 for the Binghamton Inebriate Aiylum. 
This “ Old Salt” moved to strike out on tbe 
ground that tbe instltutlou was a private one 
and received money enough from the fathers 
of drunken sons. Beebe also thought that an 
institution which charged from $7 to $100 per 
week ought to be modest enough to allow the 
item to stay out. After considerable debate 
the motion was lost and so the tax-payers are 
again called upon to help support a private 
asylum. 
The lunacy bill, substantially the same as 
introduced by Mr. Prince last year, has 
caused a vast deal of heated discussion again 
this year. The bill was to allow the Governor 
to appoint fifteen reputable physicians in New 
York and Uve in every other county who were 
to act upon the cases of insane persons. Mr. 
Alvord tried very hard to incorporate in the 
bill a provision allowing insane cases to go 
before a court aud jury. This failed in spite 
of Old Salt, but Mr. Beebe succeeded in get­ 
ting in an amendment compelling a Judge to 
sign the certificate and to recommend a jury 
if ho thought proper. Therejcati be no doubt 
that private asylums will be here in force era 
this bill reaches the Governor, and if this 
Legislature has any regard for the personal 
liberty of the citizens it will push the bill 
through. 
A sensation ¡3 promised us in the case of 
Senator Coe, who, some time since, asked for 
a committee to investigate some charges 
made in the Brooklyn Argus purporting to 
Como from its correspondent here. Well, the 
language used virtually charged Mr. Coe with 
having been purchased for $500 to vote against 
Mr. Madden. Of course this was a serious 
charge and ought never to have appeared 
against a Senator unless true. A committee 
was raised for the “reform” Senator of Brook­ 
lyn, whose vote against Abbott has left him in 
the cold, and a bearing was held on Tuesday. 
Mr. J. R. Cady of Columbia county appeared 
as counsel for the reporter and it was shown 
that the reporter did. not send the dispatches 
that were published in the Argus. If ncff, pray 
who did ? Surely they were not manufactured 
in whole or in part. But who did send this 
charge over the wires if Mr. Dyson didn’t ? 
We are told now that Mr. Coe ha3 no desire 
to push the matter further, while Mr. Dyson 
says lie can show that two drawing-room cars 
were hired by Sheridan Shook for nearly a 
week previous to the vote on the Madden case 
that they were occupied by Messrs. Coe, Shook 
and “Archie” Blis3 &, Co., and that card play 
was severely indulged in by somo or all 
It is also said that Mr. Coe hesitates to brin 
Archie” and Shook up here. Can it bo pos 
sible that the Argus hit a hard blow—half 
through its reporter and half through accident 
Tho bill relativa to County Treasurers came 
up again on Tuesday as amended and ordered 
printed, and the first section remains un 
changed. That section authorizes the Boards 
of Supervisors to designate the bank or banks 
and fix tho times when County Treasurers shall 
pay over the moneys received. The other 
section, that makes Treasurers ineligible for 
two successive terms, is also in tho hill and it 
is rumored that the “ Black Ilorse Cavalry 
are in their stirrnp3 ou this bill. I make 
prediction on this bill, viz: unless it is passed 
soon it will be defeated, and that, too, by the 
lobby. 
That “immortal” proposed amendment to 
Articles to the Constitution came up on Wed 
nesday at twelve o’clock as a special order, 
the vote having been ordered to be taken “at 
that hour without debate.'' It became evident 
that the article was to be killed, altlio’ it had 
passed the Senate; yea, in spite of the labored 
eliorts of the Evening Journal here for weeks 
to whip it3 members into its support. 
The 
Speaker even took the floor and vigorously 
applied the party lash—forced to do so if he 
hoped to win; forced to do so by the mistaken 
policy of the Journal—but all in vain. “Char 
lie” Spencer followed with thundering sledge 
hammer blows, wherein he extolled the virtues 
of the people, whose privileges we had no 
right to usurp. Beebe came forward with 
speccli of considerable bitterness, in which he 
“hashed” up young Fish into chow-chow 
pitched into the Speaker for applying the lash 
and into Republican policy of centralization 
generally. 
Vedder, Batcheller and “Old 
Salt” also spoke; in fact it w’as 1 j P. M. ere 
the vote was announced — uoe3 76, ayes 42 
A skirmish to settle the whole fight arose, 
Spencer moving to reconsider the vote, and 
on that I heard him also move the previous 
question, but the Speaker, who failed to hear

St. L ouis, Feb. 19.—A correspondent of the 
Republican at Santa Fe says the Supreme 
Court of the territory has decided that the 
Pueblo Indians in New Mexico arc citizens of 
the United States under tbe treaty of Guada- 
loupe Ilidalgo, with power ,to sell and dispose 
of their lands like other citizens. 
This de­ 
cision adds about four thousand voters to the 
population of the territory and relieves the 
government of the necessity and expense of 
supporting Pueblo agencies and distributing 
farming implements among them. 
LINCOLN LAWLESSNESS. 
The lawlessness in Lincoln county reported 
a few weeks since continues. Seven murders 
have been committed there in the ten days 
previous to the date of the letter. The out­ 
laws threaten to kill some of the most promi­ 
nent men in the county.

Ten members were paired and did not vote. 
The qaestion recurring on Merriman’s 
amendment, instructing the committee to re­ 
port as soon as practicable a bill providing 
for an increase of national bank circulation, 
so that the whole volume thereof shall not ex­ 
ceed $400,000,000, a substitute offered by 
Gordon, looking to free banking and con­ 
vertible greenback currency, was rejected— 
yea3 26, nays 30. 
Mr. COOPER of Tennessee moved to insert 
the following a3 a substitute for Merriman’s 
amendment: That the Committee on Finance 
be instructed to report a bill providing for the 
convertibility ofUnited Stales Treasury notes 
into gold coin or five per cent, bonds of the 
United States and also for free banking under 
the provisions of the national bank act.— 
Adopted without roll call. 
The question then recurring on the motion 
of Buckingham to recommit the bill, with the 
instructions above provided by Cooper’s 
amendment, several Senators inquired if the 
substitute of Cooper had been adopted. 
The C1IA1R announced tiiat it had, no one 
having called for the yeas and nays. 
Mr. MORTON demanded the yeas and nays. 
Tho CHAIR (Carpenter) decided it wa3 too 
late, the vote having been announced. 
Mr. MERRIMAN moved to reconsider the 
vote by which tho substitute of Cooper had 
been adopted. 
Mr. CONKLING said if the Senators wanted 
an illustration of the infirmity of this whole pro­ 
ceeding he submitted they liad it now. This 
whole thing had been going ou without the 
appropriate committee having given to the 
Senate anything which might be termed a fi­ 
nancial scheme. 
There had been several 
bills from the Finance Committee touchin, 
the skirts of the general question, but as the 
Senate had been proceeding it had been deny 
ing itself of any scheme well-considered by 
the committee. The proposition of tbe gen­ 
tlemen from Tennessee just adopted needed no 
ex-Secretary of the Treasury, no expert in fl 
nances to explain it to tbe most ignorant 
member of the Senate. It meant both expan­ 
sion and contraction. The proposition looked 
upwards and downwards. 
What had the 
Senate been doing except spending time in 
making what lie had heard politicians call a 
“ record,” and one which would not be useful 
hereafter? All the Senate had been doing 
was dealing in nebulous generalities. 
He 
thought the bill might be allowed to go back 
to the Finance Committee without instruc­

majority of the Senate. He appealed to the 
Senators to put an end to this discussion by 
recommitting the bill without instructions.

Mr. MONROE of Ohio gave notice of an 
amendment to strike out of the bill all provi 
sions looking to a continuance of the system 
of distributing public documents. 
Mr. KASSON addressed the House in sup­ 
port of tiie substitute of which lie had given 
notice. In the course of his remarks he 
said lie had been told this morning by the 
head of the contract office in the Post Office 
Department that over that vast district west 
of the Mississippi and north ot Kentucky and 
Tennessee mail lettings were fifty per cent., 
certainly thirty per cent.,less than the last let­ 
tings; a result mainly due to the abolition of 
the franking privilege and consequent lessen­ 
ing of the bulk of mail transported.

He believed that the next official report of the 
Postmaster General and all other official re­ 
ports would show like deficiencies, and there­ 
fore it was his opinion that the abolition of the 
franking privilege would not diminish po3t of­ 
fice expenses one dollar. He believed, however, 
that the stoppage of the free circulation of 
public documents would result in an annual 
saving of half a million dollars in the matter 
of public printing, and for that reason he 
wanted to give one year to test the accuracy 
of the Postmaster General’s calculations. He 
would vote against that feature of the bill. 
Mr. PACKARD of Indiana addressed the 
House in advocacy of the substitute which he 
proposed to oiler.

I n te rv ie w w ith th e W o m a n in Ja il* 
The woman charged with having strangled 
her child lias been committed to jail by Dewitt 
M. Lamoree of Phoenicia, Hie Coroner, and 
our uptown reporter called over Thursday and 
had an interview with her. 
She is not a bad- 
looking woman and is not a woman one would 
suppose capable of committing murder in any 
manner, much less of lier own offspring. 
She 
said her name was Saliie Ann McClcndan be­ 
fore marriage; she married John Kellyhouse 
on the 12th of last July; was married by 
Sandford Cline, a Justice of Hie Peace of 
Shandaken; her husband cut logs and wood 
for a living; the two resided near Shandaken 
at a place, as near as could be distinguished, 
called Wulllskiil; her husband left lier a short 
time ago, and then she started to go to Yan­ 
keetown to see her relatives; stopped at Phoe­ 
nicia over night; little girl Lucina, live wreks 
old, was used to having sick spells; in the 
morning I got out of bcd and partially dressed 
myself, intending lo take Hie chilli by Hie 
stove lo dress it,« when I found It had died 
(Here the woman 
wept bitterly.) 
Upon 
being asked about the marks of strangu­ 
lation on the neck of the child, she most 
emphatically denied it, and with tears in lier 
eyes said some one must have wanted to in­ 
jure lier by reporting such stories. 
She said 
when she left homelier little sister ran after 
her and kissed her and tho baby several times. 
As she turned to leave, Hie sister cried out, 
'TH never see the baby again.” To this the 
woman replied that it might be she would nev­ 
er see the baby again, as she supposed they 
would have to go to the poor house, unless 
she could find a homo with her relatives at 
Yankeetown. 
She said some of Hie Phoeni­ 
cia jieople thought silo was a bail woman be­ 
cause she came to see lier ’aunt, Emend Ben­ 
jamin, wim used to live there. 
Her aunt was 
a wild woman, but silo was not a woman like 
her aunt. 
The certificate or marriage signed 
by the Justice of the Peace was shown,as the 
woman had it carefully laid away in her pock- 
etbook. 
Whether the statement of the woman is 
true or not we cannot tell. 
It may lie asked 
in this case, “ Was there any motive to com­ 
mit Hic crime?” 
None has been shown, ex­ 
cept maybe Hie motlier tieing ill-used, and 
thinking her child would lie better out of Hic 
world, killed it to save it from a bani lot in the 
future. 
It might have lieen killed by ex[>o- 
sure, and we should not be too hasty in judg­ 
ing the poor mother,whose life has not been a 
way strewn with roses, but a pathway of 
thorns instead.

.THE PHOENICIA n titO E H . 
Interview w ith the W om an In Jail* 
The woman charged with having strangled 
her child has been committed to jail by Dewitt 
M. Lamoree of Phoenicia, the Coroner, and 
our uptown reporter called over Thursday and 
had ail interview witli her. She is not a bad- 
looking woman and is not a woman one would 
suppose capable of committing murder in any 
manner, much less of her own offspring. She 
said her name was Saliie Ann McCiendau be­ 
fore marriage; she married John Kellyhouse 
on tbe 12th of last July; was married by 
Sandford Cline, a Justice of the Peace of 
Shandaken; her husband cut logs anil wood 
for a living; the two resided near Shandaken 
at a place, as near as could be distinguished, 
called Waliiskiil; her husband left her a short 
time ago, and then she started to go to Yan- 
keetown to see her relatives; stopped at Phoe­ 
nicia over night; little girl Lucina, live wreks 
old, was used to having sick spells; iu the 
morning I got out of bed and partially dressed 
myself, intending lo take the child by the 
stove to dress it,i when I found it bail died. 
(Here the woman wept bitterly.) 
Upon 
being asked about the marks of strangu­ 
lation on the neck of the child, she most 
emphatically denied it, and with tears in her 
eyes said some one must have wanted to in­ 
jure her by reporting sucli stories. She said 
when she left homelier little sister ran after 
her and kissed her and the baby several times. 
As she turned to leave, the sister cried out, 
“I’ll never see the baby agaiu.” To this the 
woman replied that it might be she would nev­ 
er see the baby again, as she supposed they 
would have to go to the poor house, unless 
she coulil find a home with her relatives at 
Yankeetown. She said some of the Phoeni­ 
cia people thought she was a bad woman be­ 
cause she came to see her 'aunt, Emeret Ben­ 
jamin, who used to live there. Her aunt was 
a wild woman, but she was not a woman like 
her aunt. The certificate of marriage signed 
by the Justice of the Peace was shown,as the 
woman had it carefully laid away iu her pock- 
etbook. 
Whether the statement of the woman is 
true or not we cannot tell. It may be asked 
in this case, “Was there any motive to com­ 
mit the crime?” None lias been shown, ex­ 
cept maybe the mother being ill-used, and 
thinking her child would lie better out of the 
world, killed it to save it from a hard lot in the 
future. It might have been killed by expo­ 
sure, and we should not be too hasty iu judg­ 
ing the poor mother, whose life lias not been a 
way strewn with roses, but a pathway of 
thorns instead.

Fires. 
On Tuesday night a house situated on the 
mountain back of old ’Squire De Witt’s, about 
two miles from old Harley village, was entire­ 
ly consumed by fire. The house was occu­ 
pied by Cornelius Ellsworth, anil with it were 
burned a lot of chickens, ducks, geese and a 
cow. Loss, or insurance, if any, not known. 
The house of Jeremiah Iielyea, near Olive 
City, was burned on Saturday night. Mr. 
Relyea and wife were away from home at the 
time, having left the children in charge. The 
fire was discovered late at bight, after the 
children were in lied, and spread so rapidly it 
was not without considerable difficulty the 
children were saved from being burned up in 
it. None of the furniture wa3 saved, and the 
loss falls heavy upon Mr. Relyea, who is a far­ 
mer in moderate circumstances. The build­ 
ing was partially insured in the Mutual Dutch­ 
ess County Insurance Company, but for what 
amount we have not learned. 
On Wednesday night about 10:30, the barn 
of Mrs. Elifle Keator, about two miles from 
Kingston, on the line of tiro N. Y., K. & S. 
Railroad, was discovered to be on tire. It 
burned very rapidly, so that i:i a short time 
the barn, with hay, grain, and farming uten­ 
sils, was totally destroyed. By groat exertion 
a team oí horses was rescued, aud the chick­ 
ens, for a wonder, left the roost and ran away 
out of reach of the flames. Tho barn stood oil 
a bill near llic track of tbe N. Y., K. & S. 
Railroad, and it is supposed caught tire from 
the sparks of the locomotive ou an extra 
freight train that passed down a few minutes 
before the fire was discovered. The alarm 
was given in the upper part of the city, the 
people supposing the fire lo be in lliggins- 
ville. The Fire Department turned out speed­ 
ily, rail their carriages and engines to Ilig- 
ginsville, and then returned. There were 70 
tons of hay burned, insured for $23 per ton. 
The barn was insured for $2,000, anil was 
probably worth $2,500. A threshing machine 
was insured for $175.

f r ti Academ ical Instruction, 
The attention of the Teachers aud Scholars 
In the First Commisstoner District is hereby 
oalled to the fourth a|d fifth sections of chap. 
642 of the laws of 1873, relating to persons 
who may desire to avail themselves of the ad­ 
vantages of an academical education within 
the couuty, and to the terms ou which such 
advantages may be obtained. The sections 
referred to are as follows: 
§ 4. The said regents shall cause to be ad­ 
mitted to the academic examination, estab­ 
lished by them iu the academies and academ­ 
ical departments of union schodls, any com­ 
mon school, or free school, auy scholar from 
any common school who may apply for such 
examination bearing the certificate of the 
principal teacher, or of any trustee of such 
school, that In liisjudgment such scholar is 
qualified to oass the said examination. 
§ 5. Free instruction in the classics or the 
higher branches of English education, or both, 
shall be given in every academy and academ­ 
ical department of a union school subject to 
the visitatiou of the said regents, under sucli 
rules and regulations as the said regents may 
prescribe, to all scnolars, in any academy and 
in any free school, or in auy common school, 
who, on any examination held subsequent to 
the beginning ef the present academic year, 
shall have received the certificate of academic 
scholarship issued by the said regents lo the 
extent of twelve dollars, and if the condition 
of the fund will admit net less than twenty 
dollars tuitiou, at such rates of tuition as are 
usually charged for such scholars in sucli
